THE  BEGINNING  OF  THE  HOLY  GOSPEL 
ACCORDING  TO  ST.  JOHN 

In  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the 
Word  was  with  God,  and  the  Word  was 
God.

He  was 
not  the  light,  but  was  to  give  testimony  of 
the  light.  That  was  the  true  light  which  en- 
lighteneth  every  man  that  cometh  into  the 
world.

But  as  many  as 
received  Him,  to  them  He  gave  power  to 
become  the  sons  of  God;  to  them  that  be- 
lieve in  His  name;  who  are  born,  not  of 
blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh,  nor  of 
the  will  of  man,  but  of  God.  AND  THE 
WORD  WAS  MADE  FLESH  and  dwelt  a- 
mong  us,  and  we  saw  His  glory,  the  glory 
as  of  the  Only-Begotten  of  the  Father,  full 
of  grace  and  truth. 

THE  HOLY  GOSPEL  ACCORDING 
TO  ST.  MARK  (16,  5-18) 

At  that  time  Jesus  said  to  them:  '*Go 
into  the  whole  world  and  preach  the  Gos- 
pel to  every  creature.  He  who  believes  and 
is  baptized  shall  be  saved,  but  he  who  does 
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not  believe  shall  be  condemned.  And  these 
signs  shall  attend  those  who  believe:  in  My 
Name  they  shall  cast  out  devils;  they  shall 
speak  new  tongues;  they  shall  take  up  ser- 
pents, and  if  they  drink  any  deadly  thing, 
it  shall  not  hurt  them;  they  shall  lay  their 
hands  on  the  sick,  and  they  shall  recover. 

THE  HOLY  GOSPEL  ACCORDING 
TO  ST.  LUKE  (10,  17-20) 

At  that  time,  the  seventy-two  returned 
with  joy,  saying:  "Lord,  even  the  devils 
are  subject  to  us  in  Thy  Name."  But  He  said 
to  them:  '1  was  watching  satan  fall  as  light- 
ning from  heaven.  Behold,  I  have  given 
you  power  to  tread  upon  serpents  and  scor- 
pions, and  over  all  the  power  of  the  enemy, 
and  nothing  shall  hurt  you.  Do  not  rejoice 
in  this,  that  the  spirits  are  subject  to  yoo, 
but  rejoice  in  this,  that  your  names  are 
written  in  heaven." 

THE  HOLY  GOSPEL  ACCORDING 
TO  ST.  LUKE  (11,  14-22) 

At  that  time  Jesus  was  casting  out  a  devil 
and  the  same  was  dumb;  and  when  He  had 
cast  out  the  devil,  the  dumb  man  spoke. 
And  the  crowds  marvelled.  But  some  of 
them  said,  "By  Beelzebub,  the  prince  of 
devils,  he  casts  out  devils".

to  His  own  Image.  Give  way,  therefore, 
give  way,  not  to  me,  but  to  the  minister  of 
Christ.  May  His  power  force  you.  Who  has 
subjected  you  to  His  Cross.  Fear  His  arm, 
Who  overcame  the  groanings  of  hell  and 
who  led  souls  to  light.  Fear  the  human 
body  t  (on  forehead).  Dread  the  image  of 
God  t  (on  breast).  Resist  not,  nor  delay 
your  departure  from  this  person,  for  it  has 
pleased  Christ  to  dwell  in  man;  and  do  not 
presume  to  despise  me,  although  you  know 
me  to  be  a  sinner.

The  faith  of  the  holy  A- 
postles,  Peter  and  Paul,  and  all  the  Saints, 
commands  you  t-  The  blood  of  the  Martyrs 
commands  you  f.   The  constancy  of  the 
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confessors  commands  you  f.  The  pious  in- 
tercession of  all  the  Saints  commands  you 
f.  The  power  of  the  mysteries  of  the  Chris- 
tian faith  commands  you  f.  Depart,  there- 
fore, transgressor,  depart  seducer,  full  of 
deceit  and  treachery,  enemy  of  virtue  and 
persecutor  of  the  innocent.  Give  place,  O 
most  cruel  one,  give  place,  O  most  impious 
one,  give  place  to  Christ,  in  Whom  you  have 
found  none  of  your  works;  Who  has  strip- 
ped you,  destroyed  your  kingdom,  left  you 
bound  and  conquered,  and  destroyed  your 
possessions;  Who  has  cast  you  into  exterior 
darkness  where  eternal  ruin  is  prepared  for 
you  and  your  angels.  But  why  do  you  stub- 
bornly resist?  Why  do  you  recklessly  op- 
pose? You  are  guilty  before  Almighty  God, 
Whose  laws  you  have  transgressed.  You 
are  guilty  before  His  Son,  Our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  Whom  you  have  dared  to  tempt,  and 
presumed  to  crucify.  You  are  guilty  before 
the  human  race,  to  whom  by  your  per- 
suasion you  have  administered  the  poison 
of  death. 

I  adjure  you,  therefore,  most  wicked 
dragon,  in  the  Name  of  the  Immaculate  f 
Lamb,  Who  walked  on  the  asp  and  the 
basilisk.  Who  has  trampled  under  foot  the 
lion  and  the  dragon,  that  you  leave  this 
person  f  (the  sign  of  the  cross  is  made  on 
the  forehead),  and  depart  from  the  Church 
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of  God  t  (the  sign  of  the  cross  is  made  over 
those  present).  Tremble  and  flee  at  the  in- 
vocation of  the  Name  of  the  Lord,  Whom 
hell  fears,  to  Whom  the  Virtues,  Powers, 
and  Dominations  of  Heaven  are  subject, 
Whom  the  Cherubim  and  Seraphim  unceas- 
ingly praise,  saying:  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy! 
Lord  God  of  Hosts!" 

The  Word  made  f  Flesh  commands  you. 
He  Who  was  born  of  the  Virgin  f  com- 
mands you.  Jesus  f  of  Nazareth  com- 
mands you;  Who,  when  you  despised  His 
disciples,  ordered  you  to  depart  from  man, 
humbled  and  prostrate;  in  Whose  presence, 
when  He  had  cast  you  forth  from  man,  you 
did  not  even  dare  to  enter  a  herd  of  swine. 
Now,  I  adjure  you  in  His  Name  f  to  depart 
from  this  man  (woman)  whom  He  has 
made.  It  is  hard  for  j^ou  to  resist  f.  It  is 
hard  for  you  to  kick  against  the  goad  f. 
The  later  you  depart,  the  greater  your 
punishment  grows,  because  you  do  not 
despise  man,  but  Him  Who  rules  the  living 
and  the  dead,  and  Who  will  come  to  judge 
the  living  and  the  dead,  and  the  world  by 
fire.  Amen.

May  He  force  you  to  depart  with  perpet- 
ual fires,  Who  at  the  end  of  time,  is  to  say 
to  sinners:  "Depart  from  Me,  you  cursed, 
into  the  eternal  fire  which  is  prepared  for 
the  devil  and  his  angels!"  May  the  never- 
dying  worms  torment  you,  O  wretched  one, 
and  all  your  angels.  An  unquenchable  fire 
is  prepared  for  you  and  for  your  angels,  be- 
cause you  are  the  master  of  wretchedness, 
the  author  of  incest,  the  chief  of  desecra- 
tors,  the  teacher  of  wickedness,  the  doctor 
of  heretics,  the  inventor  of  all  obscenity. 
Depart,  therefore,  impious  f  spirit,  depart 
t  wicked  spirit,  depart  with  all  your  per- 
versity; because  God  desires  man  to  be  His 
temple.  Why  do  you  linger  here?  Give 
honor  to  God,  the  Almighty  Father  f  be- 
fore Whom  every  knee  bends.  Give  place 
to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  f  Who  has  shed 
His  most  precious  Blood  for  man.  Give

place  to  the  Holy  Ghost  f,  Who,  through 
His  blessed  Apostle  Peter,  has  manifestly 
prostrated  you  in  Simon  the  magician.  Who 
condemned  your  lying  in  Ananias  and  Sa- 
phira,  Who  humiliated  you  in  King  Herod 
when  he  refused  to  give  honor  to  God,  Who, 
through  His  Apostle  Paul,  has  stricken  you 
with  blindness  in  the  person  of  the  ma- 
gician Elyma,  and  through  the  same  Apos- 
tle has  commanded  you  to  go  out  from 
Pythonissa. 

Depart,  therefore,  now  f;  depart,  se- 
ducer f.  The  desert  is  your  home,  the 
serpent  your  dwelling;  be  humbled  and 
prostrate.  There  is  now  no  time  for  delay. 
Behold  the  Lord,  the  Ruler,  is  fast  ap- 
proaching. A  fire  will  burn  before  Him,  and 
will  precede  Him,  and  will  burn  all  His 
surrounding  enemies.  Although  you  have 
deluded  men,  you  cannot  mock  God.  He, 
in  Whose  sight  nothing  is  hidden,  will  cast 
you  forth.  He,  to  Whose  power  all  things 
are  subject,  will  expel  you.  He  will  cast 
you  forth.  Who  has  prepared  an  eternal 
hell  for  you  and  for  your  angels,  from 
Whose  mouth  will  come  a  sharpened  sword. 
Who  is  to  come  to  judge  the  living  and  the 
dead,  and  the  world  by  fire.  Amen.

Michael  the  Archangel,  defend  us  in  the 
conflict  which  we  have  to  sustain  against 
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principalities  and  powers,  against  the  rul- 
ers of  the  world  of  this  darkness,  against  the 
spirits  of  wickedness  in  high  places.  Come 
to  the  rescue  of  men  whom  God  has  created 
to  His  Image  and  Likeness  and  whom  He 
has  redeemed  at  a  great  price  from  the  ty- 
ranny of  the  devil.  It  is  thou  whom  Holy 
Church  venerates  as  her  guardian  and  her 
protector;  thou  whom  the  Lord  has  charged 
to  conduct  redeemed  souls  into  heaven. 
Pray,  therefore,  the  God  of  Peace  to  subdue 
Satan  beneath  our  feet  that  he  may  no 
longer  retain  men  captive  nor  do  injury  to 
the  Church.  Present  our  prayers  to  the 
Most  High,  that  without  delay  they  may 
draw  His  mercy  down  upon  us.  Seize  "the 
dragon,  the  old  serpent,  which  is  the  devil 
and  Satan,"  bind  him  and  cast  him  into 
the  bottomless  pit  .  .  .  "that  he  (may)  no 
longer  seduce  the  nations."

to  be  saved  and  to  come  to  the  knowledge 
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of  the  truth."  God  the  Father  commands 
you  t;  God  the  Son  commands  you  f; 
God  the  Holy  Ghost  commands  you  f; 
Christ  commands  you,  the  Eternal  Word 
of  God  made  Flesh;  f  He  Who  to  save  our 
race,  out-done  through  your  malice,  *'hum- 
bled  Himself,  becoming  obedient  even  unto 
death."  He  Who  has  built  His  Church  on 
the  firm  rock  and  declared  that  the  gates  of 
hell  shall  not  prevail  against  her,  because 
He  dwells  with  her  ''all  days  even  to  the 
consummation  of  the  world."
